An Unparalleled Case of Bigamy. 

An Englishman, named Thomas Ladd, 
was taken before the Police Magistrate’ of 
the Fifth Ward on the 11th inst., on the 
charge of bigamy. ‘The details of this 
case show a lamentable ignorance of the 
moral as well as common and statute law 
that certainly stands without a parallel in 
the police annals of the county. We doubt 
much whether France can present its 
equal. 

It seems from the evidence adduced that 
the defendant married a widow with a 
child, a little girl about seven years old. 


‘This took place at Gravesend, England, a 


number of -years ago. He became the 
father of three boys. When the girl of 
seven reached the age of about sixfeen the 
defendant, her stepfather, threatened to 
turn her and her mother out of house and 
home, if she, the inexperienced girl, did 
not marry him. The husband procured 
the services of a Gravesend lawyer, and 
he found no difficulty in drawing up 
papers granting a separation ; this was 
brought to the house, and the mother 
signed it. This, of course, was not a 
divorce. The affection and love of a 
daughter for her mother were now put to 
the test, which finally resulted in the step- 
daughter agreeing to become his wife in 
order to save her mother and the three 
little brothers from being turned out of 
doors, and thus become objects of charity 


for you, father,” was tle reply. Kind, }in a cold, unfeeling, uncharitable world. 


The step-father lived with his step-daugh- 


ter as husband and wife. Finally, they 
all came to America, landing, about a 
year since, at New York. The young wife 
was sick with the ship-fever ; the brutal 


man abused her ; she 
was not well pro- (Mnnrsng 


vided for. She finally said that she could 
not live with him as his wife, because it 
was immoral, and a sin in the sight of 
God. He persis{#d in *his brutal efforts ; 
she resisted him, left him, went from one 
place to another ; he followed her ; threat- 
end if she did not come and live with him, 
as his wife, there would be bloody work. 
On one occasion he forced her to yield 
under threats of death, and he sprang at 
her, when she attempted to escape from 
his embrace, and drew a razor threatening 
to killher. Her screams of murder brought 


assistance and the coward released his 


hold. She obtained work at several places 
in New York, Boston, and other parts ; 
vowed she could not live with him as his 
wife, but would as his daughter. But in 
every instance he violated his pledge upon 
inducing her to return. Not long since 
the girl, half-distracted, not.knowing what 
to do, came to Philadelphia and obtained 
work for herself. Her step-father-husband, 
mother, and the three little boys had come 
to this city previously. Here he impor- 
tuned her ; dogged her pathway ; offered 
indignities to her, and finally she fled as 
though from a monster. He proceeded to 
the Central Station and had a warrant of 
arrest issued. This was placed in the 
hands of the detectives, who did not suc- 
ceed in finding her. By some means or 
other she called upon Alderman White for 
information, and, on making her state- 
nent, of which the above is a synopsis, he- - 
at once saw that there had been a clear 
violation of the law against incest. The 
thirty-eight section of the revised* penal 
code, on the law of affinity, says that a 
man shall not marry his wife’s daughter. 
The penalty for violating this law is three 
years’ imprisonment and a fine of $500. 

It also says such a marriage is void. 

The first wife, that is the mother of the 
prosecutrix, not being present, the case 
went over for another hearing; the de- 
fendent being committed in default of 
$3,000 bail. It is said that he enlisted in 
the army in Boston as an attaché of a 
hospital, in which capacity he served four 
months gnd then left. Whether this is 
equivalent to desertion or not is for the 
military authorities to say. The defendant 
works at Camden, New Jersey, but lives 
in Philadelphia.— £2.

The Incorporation Act—Is it to be Killed? 

We regret to notice on the part of the Legisla- 
ture an evident disposition to either kill or smoth- 
er the most important bills before that body. We 
understand that there is in the Council much op- 
position, quict rather than open, to the general In- 
corporation Act, which has passed the lower House. 
We are somewhat surprised at this, because the 
want of such an enactment must have been hereto- 
fore felt, and is now an imperative necessity of the 
times. Not only this, but we can conceive of no 
one, two. three, or a dezen laws whose passage by 
the Legislature would tend i, te the advance- 
ment of the Territory, or the promotion of the 
interests of the people on every hand., While con- 
sidering on this act, gentlemen should not forget 
that they will have to answer to their constituents 
as to the manner in which they have discharged 
the trusts confidéd to them. ‘ 

The Incorporation Act is merely such a law as 
is found on the statute book of every civilized 
community. While it recognizes and confers cer- 
tain rights and privileges on individuals, it defines 
and protects those yet remaining in, and reserved 
to the people at large. When passed it will be a 
giant stride onward. Every industrial interest of 
the Territory will receive an added impetus ; new 
life will be given to agriculture and manufactures; 
and the welfare of society in all its relations be 
materially enhanced. 

Capital, that most cbary and cautious of all 
things, secure in the strong protection of the law 
will flow in upon us to erect mills, improvise ma- 
chinery, develope the country and work out its 
manifest destiny. It is an axiom of political econ- 
omy that where one material interest of society is 
benefitted, all others partake of its spirit, and di- 
vide with that interest the good which follows. 
Our farmers will find at home a near and profitable 
market for their grain, their wool, and their vege- 
tables. The artizan will secure employment for bis 
genius, the laborer for his willing hand. Money 
will be more abundant, and in proportion to its 
abundance will be the return for all manner of 
home products and the reward of toil. 

Without such a law, not only do you decline 
thus t@ invite capital to enrich all and develope 
the wealth of the Territory, but you leave the peo- 
ple without chart or compass to guide and direct. 
You allow thousands to come here and pursue 
their avocations, without restriction, except their 
own whim or caprice, and leave the great mass of 
the people without the means of protection against 
the irresponsible acts of companies without char- 
ters, or at best incorporated in other States or Ter- 
ritories. Unless an Incorporation Act be passed 
at this session, it is inevitable that every company 
for mining or other purposes in this Territory will 
be incorporated under the laws of California, Ne- 
vada; or Colorado, reserving to yourself neither 
the right to restrict or control, nor yetto tax. 
Let gentlemen of the Council think of these things 
ere they allow themselves openly to defeat the act, 
or permit it to be smothered in committee. But 
three days of the session yet remain in which to 
complete this necessary work. True, as Ruy Go- 
mez says in the play, “three days, that’s time 
enough to win three battles. ”’ + Still it is short for 
so important legislation, and unless gentlemen be- 
stir themselves, they will find the adjournment at 
hand, and the most, aye, the only important meas- 
ure of the session, slumbering in the desk of 
some sleepy member of a committee, instead of 
being as it should be, on the Statute Book. 

The people, if they understand their own inter- 
ests, want it; the Territory demands it, every 
interest prostrate from long inaction appeals for 
it, and the Legislature if true to its bigh trust, will 
grant it. The Council should remember that it is 
legislating for the material interests of Utah ; its 
spiritual welfare may well be left to the pulpit 
and the church. 


It has been thought that people are degenerating, 
because they don’t live as long as in the days of 
Methuselah.

Consul at Manzanillo, 
without provocation, shot a sailor, an ar- 
rested deserter from the Saginaw, while 
the man was in irons. The Mexican au- 
thorities tried and convicted him of murder. 

The Cathedral at Santiago, in Chile, took 
fire on the 17th of December, and nineteen 
hundred and fifty people, mostly women 
and children perished. 

A prize fight between two runners, came 
off on Goat Island to-day. They fought an 
hour and twenty minutes, both being well 
punished.

Lives Lost--Great Fire in N. Y.-- 

From the Potomac---Postmaster 

for San Francisco. 


New York, Jan. 17th. 


The Ariel, from Aspinwall, with three 
hundred and fifty-six thousand dollars in 
treasure has arrived. Revolutionary 
movements have broken out in the States 
of Autroqua, Samntader, Bosca and New 
Grenada. Under the auspices of, the Con- 
servative party two Engincers were ex- 
pected at Costa Rica to make survey for 
a railroad to the Atlantic. - 

The steamer America, from N. Y. Oct. 
30th, arrived at Panama Jan. Ist, and 
brings news from Valparaiso that the 
Cathedral in Santiago, Chili, caught fire 
on the 14th ult., from the explosion of a 
gas pipe, when densely crowded with 
people. ‘The doors were soon closed by 
the press of people. The interior of the 
building was decorated with inflamable 
ornaments which caused the flames to 
spread rapidly. The roof soon fell, bury- 
ing the mass of beings under it. Nine- 
teen hundred and fifty dead bodies, mostly 
women and children, have been recovered 
from the ruins. 

The South American Mail steamer 
reached Panama on the 5th with $918,000 
in treasure for England. She brings con- 
firmation of the above, stating the number 
killed, at over two thousand, The Cathe- 
dral contained two thousand . lights,-from 
some of which, the fire communicated to 
the drapery of the gigantic image of the 
Virgin and the pasteboard devices. In an 
instant a shect of flames raised along the 
festoon.of the heights to the roof and 
directly spread to all parts of the building. 
The people rushed to the principal door 


which was soon blocked. Most of the men

escaped by the Sacristy and side-door. 
But few of the Ministers escaped. The 
lights suspended so plentifully from the 
roof poured a rain of liquid fire on the 
people below, and in less than fifteen 
minutes over two thousand people, mostly 
women, were blackened corpses. The new 
steamer Chili had arrived at Valparaiso 
13 days from Liverpool. 

A five story marble-front building, 146 
Duane street, occupied by Autwordt, Hes- 
senburg & Co., and Fairchild & Faushers, 
was destroyed ‘by fire last night. Two 
firemen were killed and several wounded 
by the falling walls. Loss estimated at 
over a quarter of a million dollars. 

Herald's army Potomac dispatch says : 
There are demonstrations making by reb- 
els which creates the opinion that they 
are preparing for a movement of some 
kind. A Washington Herald special says: 
R. J. Perkins is appointed Post Master of 
San Francisco.

Grex. Meape on nis Late Movemext.—

but am determined, at every hazard, not to 
attempt anything unless my judgment in- 
dicates a probability of accomplishing 
some object commensurate with the de- 
struction of life necessarily involved. I 
would rather a thousand times be relieved, 
charged with tardiness or incompetency, 
‘than have my oouscience burdened with a 
wanton slaughter, uselessly, of brave 
men, or with having jeopardized the great 
cause by doing what I thought wrong.”

THe Revivat or tHE Grape or Liettex- 
ant GeNneraL.—The following is the bill 
which Mr. Washburne, of Illinois, will in- 
troduce in the House. It is designed to 
apply to General Grant: 

_ Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives in Congress assembled, That 
the grade of Lieutenant General be, and 
the-same is hereby, revived in the army of 
the United States, and. the President is 
hereby authorized, whenever he shall deem 
exnedient, to Appoint, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, a Com- 
mander of the*army, to be selected during 
the war from among those officers not 
below the grade of Major General of the 
regular army and of volunteers, most dis- 
tinguished by courage, skill, and genius in 
their profession, and who, being com- 
missioned as Lieutenant General, may be 
authorized to command the armies of the 
United States. The Lieutenant General, 
appointed as hereinbefore provided, shall 
be entitled to the pay, allowances, and 
staff specified in the fifty section of the act 
approved May 28th, 1798 ; and also to the 
allowances described in the sixth section 
of the act approved Aug. 23d, 1842, grant- 
ing additional rations to certain officers.
